3) Authorized employment of 
the Continuation High School 
principal at a 1.20 ratio on a ten 
and one-half month work year of 
218 days with nineteen days of 
vacation time to be taken within 
that period. 

In other action, the Board gave 
the Superintendent further 
direction in his continuing 
deliberation with the Placentia 
Unified Education Association 
Negotiating Council, by un¬ 
animously adopting the following 
statement: 

“The Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Education 
recognizes that its primary 
responsibility is furnishing the 
best possible education for the 
thousands of children in the 


district schools. The Board also 
recognizes its responsibilities to 
the parents of these children and 
to all of the employees of the 
district to conduct its business in 
an open and straight-forward 
manner. 

“With this in mind the Board of 
Education, as of this date, is 
adopting as an operating 
procedure the following: 

“The minutes of all future 
meetings between the Board’s 
representative and the Ne¬ 
gotiating Council will be 
prepared by the duly appointed 
secretary for the approval and 
signature of the Board’s 
representative and will be 
submitted to the chairman of the 
Negotiating Council for approval 


and signature. Inaccuracies, if 
found and promptly called to the 
attention of the Board's 
representative, will be corrected 
and the minutes re-submitted to 
the Negotiating Council as above. 

“Following joint approval and 
signature, the minutes will be 
issued to the public. 

“If the Negotiating Council 
chairman, or a designated 
substitute, does not, for whatever 
reason, approve and sign the 
minutes as prepared (and 
corrected) within seventy-two 
hours of first receipt, the Board 
will, through its representative, 
issue the minutes in the interest of 
public information and in 
compliance with the laws 
regulating the functioning of 
public governing bodies. 


“The same operating procedure 
of public dissemination of issues, 
proposals and demands faced by 
the Board of Education will be 
employed in the case of 

documents and/or proposals 

presented to the Board for its 
consideration by any recognized 
representative group, whether 
through committee meetings or 
directly to the Board through its 
representative. 

“This operating procedure is 
intended to strengthen and 
complement the Board’s 

determination to “meet and 
confer” under the provisions of 
the Winton Act. This is done in the 
firm conviction that all issues and 
proposals and all Board reactions 
to them should withstand public 
scrutiny in all respects.”

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Fire Department Has 
Busiest Month Ever 


The Placentia Fire 
Department during the 
month of June 1970 
experienced the highest 
number of emergency calls 
in its history as a paid Fire 
Department. The previous 
record which was set in 
October 1967 shows a total 
of 57 alarms for the month. 
The new record was 
established when firemen 
answered 63 alarms during 
the month of June 1970. 

The types of alarms that 
were answered during the 
month included 12 structure 
fires, 17 grass and trash 
fires, 4 automobile fires, 3 
false alarms, 14 smoke 
investigations, 7 service 
calls, and 6 resuscitator 
calls. 

The record number of 
alarms in June also brings 
the total for the first 6 
months of the year of 
alarms answered to 271 
compared to 182 alarms 
during the first 6 months of 
last year. This increase of 89 


alarms represents an 
increase of 49% over last 
year.
